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Court Watching: 
Judge Allen seeks 


settlement of forfeiture, 
Po lawsuit by Oct. 17

Wayne County Civil Court Judge David J. 
Allen is tired of all the charges and counter 
charges made by attorneys involved in 
the state forfeiture proceedings of real 
property at 45205 Harris Road, Nelson Po’s 
property, and the law suit against Sumpter 
Township and Police Detective Sergeant 
John Toth by Po. 

And, the ongoing barrage of motions. 

He wants everything to be resolved. This 
is what he told the five attorneys lined up 
in front of him Friday in his downtown 
Detroit courtroom. 

He then called all the attorneys into his 
closed chambers to talk about it and then 
some came out and one or two stayed in the 
private meeting then one or two came out. 
The judge himself came to the doorway 
and hurriedly waved some in and some 
out as negotiations continued. It was after 
noon by the time Judge Allen sent all the 
attorneys away to work on solutions to the 
problems. 

That included telling Sumpter to expedite 
Po’s application for renewal of his township 
grower’s license. 

Rather than the previous Oct. 10 court 
session that had been set, Judge Allen set 
Oct. 17 as the deadline for all problems to 
be worked out. A motion hearing for Jan. 
26 was cancelled by the judge. 

It appears Po may be able to get back his 
two vehicles still being held, which have 
piled up some $20,000 in storage fees, 
plus his jewelry, which includes a Rollex 
watch. 

Also, under discussion are proposed 
buildings on his Willis Road property 
for growing marijuana and return of his 
equipment that has been confiscated from 
his Harris Road home. 

All this is expected to be set in stone on

Oct. 17. 
Friday’s court session was to consider 
contempt of court sanctions against 


Sumpter Township for not turning over the 
bodycam footage taken by Lt. Pat Gannon 
as first requested by Po’s attorneys through 
two FOIAs and then ordered by Judge 
Allen. 

Five police officers were present in 
the back of the courtroom: Lt. Gannon, 
Detective/Sgt. Toth, Detective/Cpl. John 
Ashby, Sgt. Elizabeth Egerer, and Police 
Chief Eric Luke. 

The attorneys before Judge Allen were 
State Prosecutor Mahmoud Awad, Po’s 
retained attorneys Ron Ruark and Scott 
Ruark, Sumpter attorney Rob Young, and 
Sumpter’s special attorney Chris Raiti, 
from the McGraw Morris law firm which 
was hired in the forfeiture case. 

The attorneys first were called to the front 
of the courtroom at about 9:55 a.m. The 
judge started in by asking about the raid 
where 200 pounds of marijuana was seized 
from Po and then returned after he paid 
Sumpter $40,000. 

“You took dope and you took money,” 
Judge Allen said to Sumpter attorneys. 

Attorney Young explained that was in 
2015 when the Wayne County Prosecutor 
declined to issue a warrant because 
they were so busy with other crimes and 
Michigan State said to handle it. The 
$40,000 was a settlement, Young said. 

Young said it was a consensual agreement 
since no charges were brought. It was the 
shakes, not the plants, that were returned. 
He said it was plant stems, no buds, and it 
looked like garbage to police. 

“The $40,000 was in lieu of forfeiture,” 
Young said. 

“Why did you go back in 2016?” Judge 
Allen asked referring to the present case 
and Young said they had complaints. 

That’s when Judge Allen held up Friday 
morning’s Detroit Free Press. 

“I saw the headline in today’s paper: 
Mega pot growers welcome in Michigan,” 
he read. “Pot growers welcome! Mega pot 
growers.” 

Then, Judge Allen said, “Where’s the 
ring? He referred to Clarita Po’s wedding 
band and engagement ring that had been 
taken from her when she was arrested, held 
for 72 hours at the Huron Township lock 
up, and then not charged. 

After Sumpter Police said they were 
confused over which ring to return, Judge 
Allen issued an order for them to return the 
rings. 

“We got the ring,” 
replied. 

“I saw that as gamesmanship,” Judge 
Allen said. “That ring should have been 
turned over immediately.”

Then Judge Allen held up a CD and asked 
if it was blank. Ronald Ruark said his son 
will testify to 
that. Scott Ruark 
had to handle an 
arraignment at 
a district court 
in Dearborn 
Heights and was 
on the way to this 
courtroom. 

Prosecutor Awad said Lt. Gannon had the 
bodycam on and Toth said he had his video 
on and, “I can’t read their mind” when they 
ask for a FOIA. He told the judge that is the 
only bodycam they have. 

“And, the ledger?” the judge asked. 

“Where is the ledger?” Awad asked. 

“Do you have the ledger?” Judge Allen 
asked Ron Ruark and he replied that 
whatever the prosecutor says is right. 

“Did you get the ledger?” Judge Allen 
asked Ron Ruark and Ruark replied, “Scott 
should be here shortly.” 

“You're his father and you should know,” 
Awad said and Judge Allen admonished 
the prosecutor for acting like a judge. 

In discussing Po’s bank documents 
Ron Ruark said police had no proof the 
deposits were illegal. He said he brought 
a motion for release of Po’s Porsche and 
another truck since there was no proof they 
were bought with illegal funds. He said 
he also asks for Sumpter Township to pay 
the storage fee. And, 72 legal plants were 
taken from his property. 

Scott Ruark arrived at 10:07 a.m. 

Ron Ruark said Po’s property was seized 
because it had value and the cash just 
happened to be there. He said 200 pounds 
of marijuana was given to his client in 
exchange for $40,000. 

“That was in 2015,” Young replied. “We 
gave the marijuana back and three years 
later raided again.” He said Judge Boykin 
rejected that argument and Judge Callahan 
started to reject it. 

“Aren’t we close to a settlement?” Judge 
Allen asked. 

Ron Ruark said they couldn’t even link 
the deposits at Bank of America to illicit 
drugs. 

Prosecutor Awad said that was before they 
obtained the bank records and matched 
them with the ledger. 

Judge Allen asked if deposits were 
$20,000 a month. 

“These are their ledgers,” Awad said. 
“This is Alice in Wonderland.” 

“If I see there’s $20,000 a month ... 
everything else is la-la-la,” Judge Allen 
said, sticking his fingers in his ears and 
wriggling them. “Either side ... Go get the 
records!” 

All the attorneys and police officers 
involved with the Sumpter cases left the 
courtroom at 10:11 a.m. and returned at 
11:20 am. Prosecutor Awad presented 
the ledger to the judge with some bank 


documents. 
“I don’t deny some months there was 
more than $20,000,” Ron Ruark said. 
“You could have said than an hour ago,” 
said Judge Allen and then he stuck his 
fingers in his ears and said, “La, la, la, la, 


“It was not $20,000 every month,” Ron 
Ruark said. 

“Was it $60,000?” Judge Allen asked. 
“You couldn’t be straight with this court.” 

Ron Ruark said there was a $37,000 
deposit from a win at Greektown and his 
client sold some silver and gold. 

“That’s like the dog ate my homework,” 
Judge Allen replied. 

“I questioned $20,000 a month. Never 
denied ...” Ron Ruark replied. 

“What motion are we on?” Judge Allen 
asked and Ron Ruark said he had a motion

and Judge Allen denied the motion and 
said, “What’s next?” 

He answered his own question seeing it 
was the show-cause hearing on Sumpter 
failing to comply with a court order. 

“Does the tape have what you need?” 
Judge Allen asked the defense attorneys 
and Scott Ruark said it doesn’t. 

Scott Ruark said every officer was 
wearing a body cam and he received all the 
other body cams except Lt. Gannon’s. 

He said Prosecutor Awad claims there’s 
a ledger with entries, but it’s not on any of 
the pictures from Po’s property on the day 
of the raid. He said Sumpter gave him a 
disc that does not have the information. 

Thats when Judge Allen stopped 
everything and took all the attorneys into 
his chambers to start negotiations that 
would have everything settled by Oct. 17. 


Yelling in court hallway causes court 
officer to report it to the judge

The Wayne County Sheriff’s Deputy who 
is a court officer in Judge David J. Allen’s 
ninth-floor Circuit Court courtroom came 
running out of the courtroom door on Friday 
just after noon when he heard yelling in the 
hallway. 

When he asked who was yelling, people 
in the hallway said it was Sumpter Police 
Chief Eric Luke and Detective/Sergeant 
John Toth, but they had gotten in an 
elevator and were gone. 

There had been some talk in the hallway 
about a statement allegedly made by 
Sumpter defendant and plaintiff Nelson Po 
about when he was at the police station and 
said he was going to run for supervisor after 
this is all over. He said he heard someone 
call out, “You’re not white enough.” 

Chief Luke angrily told Jay Bardell to ask 
Po to tell him who said that because he’d 
really like to know and Bardell said loudly 
to ask Po himself. 

Then Chief Luke asked Po, who just 
came out of the courtroom, and Po said it 
had been someone behind him at the police 
station and he didn’t see who it was. 

Meanwhile, the Independent came out 
of the courtroom after asking the judge if 
everything was over and what happened 
in the judge’s chambers. Judge Allen said 
everything was over for the day and the 
Independent should ask the attorneys what 
happened. 

The Independent stepped out into the 
hallway and the first attorney in sight was 
Sumpter Township attorney Rob Young. 

“What happened?” the Independent asked 
Young and Young snarled, “I’m not talking 
to you.” 


The Independent said the judge told her to 
ask an attorney and if Young didn’t want to 
talk to her she would ask another attorney 
and she did. 

That’s when Young started moving the 
five Sumpter police officers down the hall 
to the elevators and the loud voices began. 

The court officer said it is his job to 
keep peace in the court and this was 
unprofessional conduct by the police. He 
said that is the kind of thing that puts police 
under attack by the public. 

He said he was disturbed to think that 
an armed, upset person could shoot up his 
courtroom. 

He said earlier when Toth came into the 
courtroom with his handgun displayed 
openly on his hip, he asked Toth if he was 
in court on a personal issue or business 
and Toth arrogantly pushed out his hip and 
said, “business.” The officer said he didn’t 
like Toth’s attitude. 

The officer said on Oct. 17, the next 
court session on the Sumpter issues, he 
will make sure any Sumpter police officers 
wanting to enter Judge Allen’s courtroom 
will have to lock up their weapons at the 
location provided by the court. 

He said he had advised Judge Allen of the 
problem. When Judge Allen was leaving 
for lunch, he expressed dismay at the report 
to those standing in the hallway. 

On Monday, when asked about the 
incident, Chief Luke said, “I wouldn’t 
classify anyone really ‘yelling’ in the 
hallway at any point. I didn’t take it as 
Jay Bardell yelling back at me after my 
question to him and as we were walking 
to the elevator Toth was talking back down 
the hallway with Jay.

Now, police are anxiously waiting for the 
Michigan State Police crime lab to get the 
evidence processed from the shooting death 
of Egypt Covington on Hull Road in late 
June.

The community wants 
the murderer off the streets. People are 
saying they are afraid the case will never be 
solved. 

On Tuesday, VBT Public Safety Director 
Greg Laurain and Police Chief Jason Wright 
said they, too, were having a hard time 
waiting for the state police lab to get to their 
evidence in the case. And, they’re waiting 
for other evidence. 

Reportedly, one of the MSP lab officers 
passes the Egypt Covington billboard on 
I-275 every day on his way to work. It’s 
getting to him, too. 

Patience. 

Hopefully, one day soon we will have a 
report on the arrest of Egypt’s suspected 
killer and he will get his day in court. 
Then, maybe, we can learn what led him 
to violently snuff out the life of such a 
beautiful, beloved young woman -- in our 
peaceful small town. 

We’ ll get this solved.

Ronald Barrington Robinson and Jay 
Bardell, two court watchers who have 
been keeping track of the recent Sumpter 
Township cases in criminal and civil courts, 
were kind enough to let me hitch a ride 
with them to court in downtown Detroit 
last Friday morning. I thank them for the 
lift and I appreciate their kindness. It was a 
very interesting court session. 

Before Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, Police Chief Hal 
Berriman told me his officer Jeff Wickham 
did some good detective work and 
recovered quite a few stolen items Sunday 
night. It started with tools stolen from the 
Davenport building, under construction on 
Main Street, and then it turned into quite a 
bit more, Chief Berriman said. 

He said Officer Wickham found at a 
Belleville resident’s home 8-12 spools 
of wire that cost about $350 each, a set 
of acetylene torches worth $10,000 to 
$12,000 each, a plate compactor, ladders 
from another breaking and entering, and 
more. Chief Berriman said his department 
is seeking a warrant for the suspect and 
once that is secured he will be able to 
release the name. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer reports 
that 28 scarecrows were put in place in 
the downtown area on Monday. They are 
intended to be there during October, the 
month of Booville. 

She reported that Kim Tindall and Briana 
Hootman, who work in the city offices, 
decorated the Lady Liberty scarecrow in 
front of city hall. As I recall, Kim started 
the scarecrow project a long time ago when 
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she was councilwoman and it has grown 
every year. 

They have asked that their scarecrow not 
be a part of the judging because they work 
for the city and are sure they would win, 
Diana Kollmeyer reported. 

At Monday’s meeting Mike Renaud asked 
if the project specifications were ready for 
the repair of Doane’s Landing seawall. 
Building Official Rick Rutherford reported 
that after 3 p.m. that afternoon he received 
a packet from McDowell Associates 
and now they will be able to prepare bid 
packets. Rutherford said the seawall failed 
prematurely because the engineering was 
done incorrectly and they want to get them 
right. He said the condo owners also are 
using McDowell and so they are moving 
in the right direction, “but maybe not as 
quickly as I had hoped.” Kollmeyer said 
the council will be opening sealed bids 
within six weeks. Rutherford said the 
project could be done before spring. 

Also during Monday’s meeting, 
Councilman Tom Fielder said that with 
the undefeated status of the BHS varsity 
football team, the only way it could lose 
Friday’s game was if a coven of witches 
arrived in town. He referred, jokingly, to 
the Witches’ Ball set for Friday night in a 
tent on the Fourth Street Square.

No one was injured in a Sumpter Township 
home fire the night of Sept. 18 on Timber 
Lake Court, a short road off Lohr Road 
near Willow. 

Sumpter Fire Chief Joe Januszyk said the 
man who owns the house had left his home

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Van Buren Twp. DDA approves 
Speedway land purchase agreement

A land purchase agreement between 
the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority and Speedway, 
LLC, was approved at the DDA’s regular 
meeting Sept. 28. 

Speedway is proposing a gas station/ 
store at the northeast corner of Belleville 
and Tyler roads. 

At the March 28 DDA meeting, Speedway 
asked that the DDA allow construction 
of a driveway over part of the 27 feet of 
property that the DDA had purchased 
from the property owner to construct a 
sidewalk. There was dialog on the plans, 
Wayne County requirements, and options 
available. 

The DDA approved a motion to sell the 
27-foot-wide parcel along the frontage of 
the proposed Speedway project subject to a 
mutually acceptable agreement between the 
parties to be negotiated by the attorneys. 

The attorneys for Speedway and the DDA 
worked out a land purchase agreement 
and DDA Director Susan Ireland said she 
believed it to be equitable. 

The sale adds $46,485 to the DDA 
budget. 

Ireland said she had concerns about the 
three years mentioned in the agreement, 
that if nothing is constructed in three years 
the DDA could buy the property back. She 
had preferred two years. 

But DDAattorney David Greco said under 
the new ordinance a site plan approval is 
good for one year and the applicant can 
apply for two extensions. That’s why the 
three year limit was included, “Keeping 
you in sync with the zoning ordinance,” 
Greco said. 

“There’s a lot of stuff they have to do 
before closing [on the property],”’ Greco 
said. “Three years goes pretty quickly 
when so much needs to be done ... even 
hurdles from the township...” 

Ireland said she appreciates that Speedway 
will tie in their drainage to the French drain 
in the adjoining sidewalk area that had been 
a drainage problem. 

The Speedway engineer said that the 


VBT engineer asked them to connect that 
with their storm drain temporarily until 
someone wants to develop there. 

Greco said the Speedway attorney prepared 
the agreement and Greco reviewed it and 
changed at least half of the document. 

In other business at the 22-minute 
meeting, the DDA: 

e Learned Robert Bechtel was resigning 
from the DDA after 15 years or more 
because of his work as a director at Mott 
Community College in Flint. Ireland said 
he had been a very valuable member of the 
DDA and she will miss him; 

e Heard Ireland report that the buildings 
to be demolished in the Belleville Road 
Placemaking project are boarded up to 
mitigate any liability risk and are expected 
to be demolished in early November with 
construction in the spring. A planning staff 
review was held Sept. 6 and revisions to 
the site plan are being made and will be 
resubmitted. The site plan is expected be 
submitted to the planning commission; 

e Learned the Belleville Road streetlights 
are owned and maintained by DTE and 
discussion on converting them to LEDs 
is under way with DTE and Holophane. 
The new lights for the path and pedestrian 
overpass over I-94 also will be LEDs; 

e Heard Ireland say she and Matthew Best, 
deputy director of planning and economic 
development, have provided information 
to the Detroit Region Aerotropolis on three 
prospective sites in VBT for Amazon’s 
second headquarters; and 

e Heard DDA assistant director Lisa 
Lothringer report on marketing projects.

“When he pled guilty, we said ‘It’s all 
over.’ ” But it wasn’t. 

Sumpter Township Detective/Sergeant 
John Toth said he was shocked that after 
pleading guilty to drug charges that didn’t 
say anything about medical marijuana, 
Nelson Po was sentenced to probation for 
what amounted to a medical marijuana 
misdemeanor. 

Po was originally charged with the 
felony of Controlled Substance — Delivery 
/ Manufacture of 5-45 Kilograms of 
Marijuana, or 20 plants or more but fewer 
than 200 plants, punishable by up to seven 
years in prison. 

He pled guilty to Attempted Delivery 
or Manufacture of Marijuana, which was 
a misdemeanor punishable by up to two 
years in prison. His sentence was one year 
probation and fees of $1,428. 

“We talked to his customers and 
employees,’ Det. Toth said of the 
investigation he headed. “There were 
people who were arrested with his product 
in large-scale quantities. 

“There were ledgers inhis own handwriting 
for every sale,” Toth said noting when Po 
decides to pay taxes that will be handy. 

The figures on his ledgers show he grossed 
$2.6 million in marijuana sales. 

Toth said Sumpter PD knew who his 
customers were and were not. They 
interviewed the customers and got 
statements. 

The Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Marleen Merriweather signed off on the 
plea agreement and the case was closed. 
There’s nothing more they can do about it. 

He said in 2015 Sumpter Township 
confiscated a large amount of marijuana 
from Po’s growing facility on Harris Road, 
but the Attorney General’s office preferred 
a deferred prosecution agreement and the 
Marijuana was returned. 

The 2016 case, however, went forward. 
Toth said they had to get three pools of 
jurors to pick a jury because many jurors 
couldn’t be seated because they had 
medical marijuana cards. 

“We were in contact with the feds the 
whole time,” Toth said of the recent case. 

And when Po pled guilty, rather than face 
the jury, they heaved a sigh of relief. They 
thought it was finally over and all their 
work had paid off. 

Toth said the investigation included 
going through Po’s cell phone and getting 
the text messages of his customers. Police 
did workups on the customers. All this was 
in the hands of the Prosecutor, he said. 

Now, Toth said, Po has applied for a 
renewal of his medical marijuana business 
license in Sumpter and paid the $1,000 
fee. Toth said he spends Mondays and 
Thursday on medical marijuana and said it 
takes about two months for him to get to a 
new application. 

“There are people in front of him,” Toth 
said of Po’s complaints about the delay. 

Toth said marijuana violations go to the 


bottom of the court piles in Wayne County 
because of all the murders and other violent 
crimes that are more pressing. 

“We could look the other way, but we’ ve 
decided, ‘Let’s make our community safe 
so our police officers aren’t shot on a raid.’ 

He said there are law-abiding citizens 
who grow medical marijuana, but there 
also are wolves in sheep’s clothing. 

The Independent filed a Freedom of 
Information Act request on the Po case 
and received transcripts of the hearings in 
circuit court, Po’s ledger of sales showing 
$2.6 million gross over two years, and Po’s 
text messages with 14 customers, who 
came to his door on Harris Road to pick 
up the marijuana under a variety of names. 
On the FOIA pages, the customer names on 
the text messages have been blacked out by 
Sumpter Police, but the ledger notations 
from January 2015 through the day of Po’s 
arrest in August 2016 are spelled out with 
first names only, sale by sale. 

One customer called Po on Aug. 16,2016 
during the raid wanting to come by to pick 
up a buy and since the police were there 
decided not to come by. 

The texts tell the problems with random 
pick ups at odd hours and how nice it 
will be when the new marijuana law goes 
into effect at the end of the year when 
dispensaries will be allowed. In the texts 
Po said he is sure to get a dispensary in 
Sumpter at his new facility that will be 
built on Willis Road. He said the first unit 
built will be the dispensary. 

He said he wants to build 20 grow buildings 
on the 30 acres and create 80 to 100 good- 
paying jobs in Sumpter Township. 

Po tells a customer on June 9, 2016, 
that he already has the drawings from 
Davenport Construction for the buildings 
and a front view of the dispensary. 

Names and prices for different varieties 
are spelled out in the texts: Grape God, 
Red Monkey, Gorilla Glue #04, Og Kust,

Pineapple Skunk, Platinum Cookies, 
Critical Mass, Deadbeat Og, and more. 
Then, there’s the dickering for credit. 
Po gives thousands of dollars of credit to 
good customers and refuses it to customers 
who have a history of not paying. Some 
customers indicate they need to wait until 
their weekly paycheck to pay him. One 


female said she couldn’t pay because she 
was fired from her job. 

Po encouraged customers to meet him at 
the Greek Town Casino to gamble and dine. 
On one report, July 7, 2016, Po reports he 
lost $260, but ate lobster and rib eye for 
free.

e The gravel parking lot may remain and 
won’t have to have a hard surface; 

e A white vinyl fence will be added along 
the property boundary for additional buffer 
in front of a dense tree line; 

e Clarify the number of spaces for 
parking; and 

e Stay compliant with the Master Plan. 

FMAR has been operating at the site for 
more than 18 years and was recently asked 
by the township to get the special land-use 
approval for a rescue kennel. 

Permission to construct a minor addition 
to the kennels was requested from the 
township a year ago. The township is 
limiting FMAR to holding a maximum of 
25 dogs. 

At the end of the meeting, Gary Edwards, 
who lives behind FMAR in the rural area, 
voiced concern about whether the rescue 
will comply with the conditions. He said 
that evening he could hear the dogs barking 
and he believes it will have an effect on the 
value of his property once he goes to sell 
it. He asked for a concrete wall to be put up 
to buffer the sound. 

After he voiced his concerns, he said, 
“Government at this level is pure. Thank 
you for letting me speak.” 

In other business at the Sept. 26 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved hiring Scott A. Holtz as 
township finance director starting Oct. 16 
at a salary of $60,000 to replace Jim Glahn, 
CPA, who is retiring. Township attorney 
Rob Young will generate the contract; 

e Approved the Fraternal Order of Police 
Contract that had been ratified a few hours 
earlier, as reported by township attorney 
Rob Young. He said they have reduced 
the multiplier to 2.0 for pensions for new 
hires. The contract runs through March 31, 
2022; 

e Heard Trustee Matthew Oddy 
recommend starting a marijuana committee 
to put together a recommendation on the 
new marijuana law that goes into effect

with a purchase of 100 test strips for $30 
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at the end of the year. He said he read in 
the Independent that Van Buren Township 
had such a committee that recommended 
opting out of the new law. Supervisor John 
Morgan said he will appoint a committee 
of five or seven and announce the names at 
the next meeting. Young said he got a call 
from a planner in VBT and they said they 
were looking at the rules which aren’t quite 
in place. Young said, “It’s like playing a 
football game and not knowing the rules 
... and it’s unknown if the revenue actually 
will be there”; 

e Tabled a recommendation from the 
auditors to increase rubbish pickup costs to 
$25.50 per quarter; 

e Waived a fee for use of the community 
center gym for the Sumpter Senior Craft 
Show on Saturday, Nov. 4; 

e Waived a fee for use of the community 
center on Nov. 23, so Karen Mickens and 
Lettie Sanders can hold a “Thankful Day” 
meal free of charge for those who otherwise 
would not have a Thanksgiving meal; 

e Approved the purchase of BS&A 
software for the township business license 
at a cost of $5,920; 

e Removed from the agenda a proposal 
to purchase BS&A software for the 
township animal license program at a cost 
of $5,570; 

e Approved a Coin Acceptance Policy that 
specifies the township will not accept more 
than 25 loose coins in payment of any debts 
or obligations owed the township. Sumpter 
will accept rolls of pennies, nickels, dimes, 
and quarters as long as they are wrapped in 
coin wrappers and contain the customer’s 
name, address, and telephone number on 
each wrapper. This policy was enacted 
after a resident brought in a large number 
of loose coins to pay taxes; 

e Approved Supervisor John Morgan’s 
recommendation to appoint Maria 
Beaudrie as a member of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals to replace Jennifer Massel with 
a term to expire March 11, 2018; 

e Approved appointments of Mark and 
Dawn Argo to the Parks and Recreation 
Commission as alternates, following a 
background check; 

e Approved going out for bids to repair 
siding, gutters, and windows on the Parks 
and Recreation building in Grant Park. The 
project will be paid for with a grant from 
Wayne County’s parks tax; and 

e Heard Trustee Don LaPorte report that 
the 55-gallon drums on the property at the 
northwest corner of Willis and Sumpter 
roads are being used by the State of 
Michigan for taking soil samples. He said 
that parcel is a Superfund Site because it 
was a gas station 50 years ago. He said the 
state is monitoring the site for the owner.

Don’t blame the cow. 

Do you remember the story of Mrs. 
O’Leary’s cow kicking over a lantern 
and starting the Great Chicago fire? On 
October 8, 1871, the horrific conflagration 
killed more than 250 people, left 100,000 
homeless, destroyed more than 17,400 
structures and burned more than 2,000 
acres. 

More recently historians have debunked 
the cow theory and now have new theories 
as to the start of the tragic fire, one being 
two young boys sneaking a cigarette behind 
Mrs. O’Leary’s barn. 

To commemorate the Great Chicago Fire, 
National Fire Prevention Week is observed 
in the United States and Canada, during 
the week (from Sunday to Saturday) in 
which October 9, falls, the day of the 
most devastation. In the United States, 
the first Presidential proclamation of Fire 
Prevention Week was made in 1925 by 
President Calvin Coolidge. 

Every Year the National Fire Protection 
Association creates a theme for Fire 
Prevention Week. This year the theme is 
“Every Second Counts: Plan 2 ways out!” 
This can be done as a family activity, simply 
drawing a map of your home showing all 
window and doors and an outside meeting 
place in the front yard. Then, practicing 
your escape plan. Children need to be 
shown how to open a bedroom window as 
a second way out in the event that the first 
exit is blocked by fire or smoke. 

Here in Van Buren Township, the fire 
department commemorates fire prevention 
week by attending the local schools and 
teaching fire safety to the kids. Van Buren 
Township firefighters end the week with 
a pancake breakfast (Oct. 14) and open 
house at Fire Station #2, located at 7981 
Belleville Road from 9 a.m. until noon. 
Adults and kids can have pancakes, 
sausage, and drinks with firefighters and 
enjoy many activities such as the fire safety 
house, spraying a fire hose, get an up-close 
look at all the fire trucks and tour the fire 


station.

Cookie store robbery 
brings six-month 
sentence to local woman 


Six months in jail and three years of 
probation was the sentence for Belleville 
resident Kandyce Poore, 19, at Washtenaw 
County Trial Court on Aug. 28, according 
to a report in The Ann Arbor News. She 
also must pay $755 in restitution. 

Poore was charged along with Sheldon 
Underwood, 19, of Westland and Cameron 
Shevrovich, 19, of Belleville for the 
attempted robbery of Insomnia Cookies, 
1229 S. University Avenue, Ann Arbor. 

On Oct. 21, 2016 at about 2:45 a.m., a 
man wearing a Halloween mask entered 
the bakery, pulled out a handgun, and 
demanded employees open the cash 
register, according to police. The man 
pushed the cash register off the counter 
and threatened to start shooting within 10 
seconds if they didn’t comply, police said. 

The cash register was damaged and the 
employees couldn’t get the money out so 
the man left without any money and without 
firing any shots. Police said a second man 
was a lookout and Poore helped plan the 
robbery. 

According to the Offender Tracking 
Information System, earlier this year, 
Underwood was sentenced to 4 years, 3 
months to 12 years for armed robbery and 
Shevrovich was sentenced to 4 years, 3 
months to 15 years for assault with intent 
to rob while armed.

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Judge Oakley had adjourned the probable 
cause conference because the special 
prosecutor on the case was not present. 
Attorney Goldstein said an adjournment 
was fine with him because he needed to get 
some discovery (evidence) from VBT. 

Goldstein told Judge Green that he 
now has the 911 tape evidence he sought 
when he had asked for the delay, but Sept. 
20 was supposed to be a probable cause 
conference, not the preliminary exam. 

Judge Green said it appears that there 
was a mistake made somewhere.

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Court Watching: 
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Mark Germano bound over to circuit court for VBT murder

Mark Allan Germano, 45, of Van Buren 
Township has been bound over to circuit 
court to face a charge of first-degree 
murder that could bring him life in prison, 
if convicted. He was scheduled to be at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice on Oct. 4 for 
an arraignment on the information. 

Germano is charged with the June 4 
shooting death of Edward Kuehn, 38, in 
the Tim Horton parking lot on Rawsonville 
Road. He also faces a felony firearms 
charge. 

Germano has been held in the Wayne 
County Jail without bond since his arrest 
on June 4. 

On Sept. 27, 34th District Court Judge 
David Parrott held Germano’s preliminary 
exam. After listening to three Van Buren 
Township police officers testify and hearing 
20 minutes of a dispatch recording on the 
day of the murder, Judge Parrott bound 
Germano over to the higher court for trial. 

The first two rows of the district 
courtroom audience was filled with family 
of the victim, many wearing white T-shirts 
with a picture of Kuehn’s face on the front. 
Extra police officers were present in the 
courtroom. 

State Prosecutor William Lawrence 
conducted the examination, calling Officer 
David Champagne as his first witness. 
Officer Champagne testified he had been 
called to Holly Lane to speak with Kuehn’s 
father about the the whereabouts of his 
son and then at about 7:30 a.m. he got a 
communication from dispatch of a possible 
location at Tim Horton’s on Rawsonville, 
where Kuehn’s red Ford Taurus had been 
spotted. 

Officer Champagne testified he got to 
Tim Horton’s at about 7:45 a.m. and saw 
the Taurus and ran the plates that showed it 
belonged to Kuehn. He said he approached 
the driver’s side of the car and there was 
a pool of congealed blood on the ground 
under the door and a bullet hole in the 
window. 

He said the driver had bullet holes to his 
eye and cheek area and was covered with 
blood on his face and shoulder to shoulder 
on his chest. He said four feet from the 
front passenger window and door he found 
a shell casing. 

Champagne testified Tim Horton’s closed 
until police were done with the scene and 
Champagne blocked off the area with tape. 

The second witness was Officer Chris 
Hayes who testified he had just come into 
the police department to book a prisoner 
when a dispatcher asked for his assistance. 

Officer Hayes testified dispatcher Whitney 
Martin said there was a person on the phone 
who said someone killed someone. She 
said the person responsible was identified 
as Mark Germano and the officer realized 
he knew Germano. 

That’s when the prosecutor played 20 
minutes of a dispatch recording. The 


recording showed police calling Germano 
who they thought was in the barn behind 
his house on Bemis Road. Finally, Germano 
answered the phone and said he was actually 
out behind his barn. He had entered the barn 
and then exited out the back door and went 
into the woods and he was armed. 

On the recording, Germano said his wife 
of nine years was going with a single man 
and she’s lying about it. He said he loves 
her with all he’s got and he couldn’t stand 
the thought of that man being in his house 
while he was gone. 

“I lost my mind...” Germano said of the 
shooting. “... I caught up with him.” 

Dispatcher Martin said they didn’t know 
where Kuehn was and Germano said he was 
at Tim Horton’s on Rawsonville Road. 

“I never cheated on my wife. I would 
never disrespect her,’ Germano told Martin. 
“I worked all night...” 

Martin asked Germano to talk to Officer 
Hayes and Germano said, “I know him.” 

“How ya doin’?” Officer Hayes began 
and Germano replied, “I lost my f---ing 
mind. She kept lying to me... Yes, I shot 
him... I woke him up. He was sleeping... 
Messing with a married woman ... five in 
the morning...” 

He said he smashed in the passenger 
window of Kuehn’s car. 

Officer Hayes and dispatcher Martin 
pleaded with Germano not to harm himself 
and to come out of the woods and put down 
his gun. 

The recording ended and reportedly 


Germano surrendered to police after talking 
with his stepson on the phone. 

Under cross-examination by Germano’s 
court-appointed attorney James Schlaff, 
Officer Hayes said he knew Germano from 
a traffic stop where Germano talked with 
the officer about prior problems with his 
wife. 

Third witness was Sgt. Michael Papin who 
testified about talking with Mrs. Germano 
who said her husband was quite upset and 
distressed. He said he was informed the 
victim was at Rawsonville Road and the 
defendant was not in his house. 

He testified police, who had surrounded 
the barn, noticed the defendant in the back 
of the property, to the north of the house,

And, 
he was tired,” Sgt. Papin testified.

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VBT OKs agreement with Western Wayne Co. Special Operation Team

After 32 years of operation, the Western 
Wayne County Special Operations Team has 
formalized its partnership with Van Buren 
Township with a Memo of Understanding. 

At its regular meeting Sept. 19, the VBT 
Board of Trustees unanimously adopted the 
MOU. Eight other Western Wayne County 
communities involved in the consortium 
will be seeking approvals from their 
governmental bodies, as well. 

Members of the team are Canton 
Township Police and Fire and City of 
Livonia Police and Fire, along with the the 
police departments of City of Plymouth, 
Plymouth Township, Redford Township, 
City of Northville, Garden City, City of 
Wayne, and Van Buren Township. 

VBT Public Safety Director Greg 
Laurain said VBT has been involved with 
this team since its conception in 1985 and 
has utilized the team many times in critical 
incidents above and beyond the capability 
of road patrol units in the township. Over 
the years VBT officers have served in key 
positions on the team. 

Director Laurain said he had served on the 
team for 27 years and was commander of 
the team for ten years. Currently Lt. Mark 
Buckberry is assistant team commander. 

He said each agency pays $7,000 per year 
as dues. There are 32 members on the team 
and five fire fighter team medics. Among 
other equipment, they have a robot and 
ammunition. 

He said over all those years there has 
never been any formal agreement or 
contract among participating municipal 
police and fire agencies involved in this 
consortium. The team has operated and 
deployed on the premise of mutual aid 
between participating agencies during 
critical incidents within their respective 
jurisdictions. 

The WWSOT oversight board is comprised 
of the chief law enforcement official or their 
designee from each participating agency. 
They meet quarterly to receive updates 
from the team commander and discuss the 
business of the team. 

Laurain said recently the WWSOT board 
decided to develop a Memorandum of 


Understanding going forward to officially 
address and define the scope and authority 
of the team. 

The Memo has been reviewed by all the 
participating agencies legal departments, 
including the VBT attorneys, who approved 
it and forwarded it to the township board 
for approval. 

A participating agency will provide 
90 days of written notice of its intent to 
withdraw from the team. 

In other business at the 19-minute meeting 
on Sept. 19, the board: 

e Approved the 2018 Board of Trustees 
meeting schedule. Most are held at 7 p.m. 
on the first and third Tuesdays of each 
month in the board room at township hall. 
Only one meeting will be held in January, 
on Tuesday, Jan. 9, and only one meeting 
each in May, July, and November. On Aug. 
13 and 14 the budget preparation meetings 
will be held during normal business hours. 
Work/study meetings are held at 4 p.m. the 
day before a regular meeting; 

e Heard Trustee Paul White say that during 
budget talks he asked for the numbers 
of ordinance violations for several years 
and was told in 2015 there were 443, in 
2016 there were 639, and in 2017 to date 
there were 1,217. He said these included 
property maintenance, tall weeds, blight, 
waste deposits, vehicle parking and other 
offenses. He thanked Director Laurain, 
Police Chief Wright, and Police Lt. 
Charles Bazzy for their work on ordinance 
enforcement; 

e Heard Supervisor Kevin McNamara read 
a letter to the Public Safety Department 
from Sharron and Clarence Russell, who 
praised the professionalism of Officers 
Hernandez, Fey, and Barry in assisting with 
a difficult and trying case. They praised the 
officers’ compassion and caring and their 
ability to bring a stressful situation to a 
safe conclusion. They asked for the letter 
to be put into the personnel files of all three 
officers and Supervisor McNamara said 
that would be done; 

e Heard Director Laurain thank all the 
employees who came out to staff Public 
Safety Day the previous Saturday. He 
thanked Walgreen’s for their donations 
of food and water and thanked Atchinson 
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A J.C. HONEY, Owner 
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Ford for opening their business location 
on a very busy day for sales. He also 
thanked the VBT Downtown Development 
Authority, Toby Leis of C.A.L. Plumbing, 
and DTE for their generosity. Trustee White 
also thanked the Public Safety Department 
for the event. The next Public Safety Day 
is planned for Sept 15, 2018 and White 
encouraged residents to attend; 


e Heard Clerk Leon read a letter from 
the Salvation Army thanking VBT for

advance in the Michigan Legislature. 

Bellino’s bill was approved last week by 
the Senate Finance Committee. The bill 
is headed to the Senate floor, where it is 
closer to becoming state law. 

The Michigan House already has approved 
Bellino’s plan. 

“This bill is a key first step toward 
my ultimate goal of providing relief for 
all Michigan taxpayers,” said Bellino, 
R-Monroe. “Police and fire employees 
are a great place to start that effort. They 
spend their whole careers working to 
keep Michigan safe and making our state 
a better place to live and raise a family. I 
strongly believe they have earned the right 
to be able to keep more of their own money 
when they retire.” 

The bill primarily affects Michigan public 
safety employees who were born after 
1952 and retired before 2013, bringing 
their tax structure more in line with many 
other retirees. The legislation provides 
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an increased tax deduction for retirement 
or pension benefits from government 
employment that was not covered by Social 
Security. 

The bill allows these retirees to claim the 
same sort of income tax deductions already 
allowed for retirees covered by Social 
Security. A similar fix for retirees born 
before 1953 and not covered by Social 
Security became part of state law several 
years ago. 

The difference in taxation has been an 
issue since Michigan adopted broad tax 
reforms in 2011. 

Bellino’s bill would benefit retirees from 
public safety departments across the state, 
including hundreds of members of the 
Retired Detroit Police and Fire Fighters 
Association. 

The legislation is House Bill 4396. 

Rep. Bellino represents Sumpter Township 
in the state House.

THE TOWNSHIP OF SUMPTER ORDAINS TO: 
Sec. 1. Purpose. 


It is the purpose and intent of this Ordinance to establish within the Township of 
Sumpter (“Township”) certain zoning classifications and restrictions for the construction, 
development and operation of a medical marihuana caregivers facility as defined 
under the Michigan Medical Marijuana Act, being MCL 333.26421 (“MMMA”) as 
specifically set forth in the Agricultural Districts, Rural Small Farm Districts, Country 
Home Districts, Single-Family Residential Districts, Two-Family and Multiple-Family 
Residential Districts, Light Industrial Districts and General Industrial Districts and to 
amend the Township Zoning Map to reflect the action taken herein. That notwithstanding 
any language contained in any Township Ordinance to the contrary, it is the intent and 
official action of the Township of Sumpter, to clearly elect not to participate in any 
manner and not to be a part of any permitted use, uses, or operations that may be allowed 
under the State of Michigan Medical Marihuana Facilities Licensing Act, being Public 
Act 281 of 2016 (“MMFLA”). By enactment of this Ordinance, the Township of Sumpter 
does absolutely and effectively opt out of any participation under the MMFLA. 


Sec. 2. Conflict. 


Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed in such a manner as to conflict with the 
existing Sumpter Township Ordinances except as otherwise stated herein. 


Sec. 3. Zoning Changes. 
MODIFY SECTION 2.2: DEFINITIONS 
The following definitions shall be added: 


(1) Marihuana. The substance or material defined in section 7106 of the Public 
health Code, 1976 PA 368, MCL 333.7106. 


(2) Enclosed Locked Facility. An enclosed area as defined under MCL 333.26423 
of the Michigan Medical Marihuana Act, initiated law 1 of 2008. Such facility 
must be built and maintained in a manner consistent with the applicable building 
and property maintenance codes. All outside facilities must conform to the 
MMMA. 


(3) Medical Marihuana Facility. A location where not more than one (1) Medical 
Marihuana Primary Caregiver grows, distributes, transfers or otherwise makes 
available, Marihuana to his/her Qualifying Patents.

Business) and Section 6.55 (Medical Marijuana Facilities). 


MODIFY SECTION 4.10: 
RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT 


MR, TWO-FAMILY AND MULTIPLE-FAMILY 


The following language provision shall be added to Section 4.10.3 - Accessory Land 
Uses. 


(c) Medical Marijuana Facility (home business) subject to Section 5.8 (Home 
Business) and Section 6.55 (Medical Marijuana Facilities). 


MODIFY SECTION 4.15: LI, LIGHT INDUSTRIAL DISTRICT 

The following language provision shall be added to Section 4.15.2 - Special Land Uses 
(j) Medical Marijuana Facility, subject to Section 6.55. 

MODIFY SECTION 4.16: GI, GENERAL INDUSTRIAL DISTRICT 

The following language provision shall be added to Section 4.16.2 - Special Land Uses 
(j) Medical Marijuana Facility, subject to Section 6.55. 

MODIFY ARTICLE 6: SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

The following additional provisions shall be added: 


Section 6.55 Medical Marihuana Facilities 
Medical Marihuana Facilities shall be subject to the following regulations: 


(a) Home Business 
(1) A Medical Marihuana Facility may be permitted in the AG, RF, R-1, R-2, and 
MR Zoning Districts as a home business, subject to Section 5.8. The Medical 
Marihuana home business must be an accessory use to the primary caregiver’s 
principal residence. 


(2) A Medical Marihuana home business shall meet the standards set forth in this 
Section, and Ordinance No. 107B (Sumpter Township Medical Marihuana 
Ordinance).

building code requirements upon which the Township Clerk shall approve or 
deny the application. 


(4) There shall be no license issued to any applicant occupying a multifamily 
dwelling or to any applicant occupying a portion of a building that is deemed 
multifamily, regardless of the zoning classification. 


(b) Industrial Districts 


(1) A Medical Marihuana Facility may be permitted in the LI and GI Zoning 
Districts as a special land use, subject to the Schedule of Area, Height and 
Placement Regulations for the specific district (Section 4.18) and Special Land 
Use standards (Section 3.3). The Special Land Use shall be reviewed and acted 
upon by the Planning Commission. 


(2) Site Plan Review Required. A formal site plan shall be submitted to and 
approved by the Planning Commission for all Medical Marihuana Facilities 
within Industrial Zoning Districts, subject to the standards set forth in Section 
3.4 (Site Plan Review). Additional plan requirements as set forth in Ordinance 
No. 107B shall also be provided.

(3) A Medical Marihuana Facility shall meet the standards set forth in this 
Section and Ordinance No. 107B (Sumpter Township Medical Marihuana 
Ordinance). 


(4) Prior to operating a Medical Marihuana Facility in a LI and GI Zoning 
Districts as a special land use, as set forth in Ordinance No, 107B, a confidential 
application for a Medical Marihuana license shall be submitted to the Township 
Clerk’s office and reviewed for completeness, per Section 14-206(5), zoning 
compliance, and all applicable building code requirements upon which the 
Township Clerk shall approve or deny the application. 


(5) The special land use and site plan approval by the planning commission shall 
be contingent upon the approval of the Medical Marihuana license application. 


(c) The following standards shall apply to all Medical Marihuana Facilities 


(1) Spacing. A Medical Marihuana Facility shall not be located: 


a. Within one thousand (1,000) feet of a daycare facility, a Township park, 
a public community center, a public or private pre-school, elementary 
school, middle school, high school, community college, and all other 
schools. 


b. Within five hundred (500) feet of the site at which any other caregiver 
cultivates marijuana, or assists in the use of marihuana, not including a 
patient’s principal residence which is not used to cultivate marihuana or 
assist in the use of medical marihuana for persons other than the patient at 
such residence. 


c. Within two hundred fifty (250) feet of a church, mosque or place of 
worship. 


Measurements for the purposes of this subsection shall be made from property boundary 
to property boundary. 


(2) All marihuana possessed by a caregiver must be contained in an enclosed, 
locked facility, as defined by the Michigan Medical Marihuana Act. New 
accessory structures for medical marijuana uses shall comply with the 
standards set forth in Section 5.3 (Accessory Buildings, Structures and 
Uses). Primary caregivers shall apply for and obtain approval of a building 
permit for new accessory structures or building additions. 


(3) There shall not be more than the number of plants permitted by the Michigan

(4) No more than one (1) primary caregiver shall occupy any one (1) lot, and 
combined Medical Marihuana Facilities shall be prohibited.
